To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  District 
for  1970. 

As  in  last  year's  report,  I  have  made  comments  about  parts  of  our  services  within 
the  body  of  the  report  itself,  highlighting  in  this  introduction  those  subjects  which 
in  my  opinion,  deserve  special  mention. 

Once  again,  a  shortage  of  trained  medical  staff  has  prevented  the  expansion  of  the 
Family  Planning  Service  within  the  area.  However,  the  number  of  sessions  at 
Brinsworth  and  Wickersley  has  been  doubled  and  at  the  time  of  writing,  doctors 
have  been  appointed  to  clinics  at  Dinnington  and  Aston/Swa  1 1  ownest.  Since 
October,  1970,  the  West  Riding  County  Counci  I  has  adopted  the  Family  Planning 
Associations  agency  scheme,  in  which  the  Association  agrees  to  provide  a 
family  planning  service  for  the  County  Council.  Various  categories  of  patients 
are  covered  by  this  service,  these  are  (a)  medical  and  social  cases,  (b)  non¬ 
medical  cases  and,  (c)  only  those  engaged  couples  who  are  due  to  be  married  in 
two  or  three  months,  or  where  a  suitable  co-habitation  relationship  is  already 
in  existence.  In  medical  and  social  cases,  contraceptive  supplies  are  given  free 
of  charge  -  in  all  other  types  of  case,  consultations  only  are  free. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  during  the  next  few  years,  contraceptive  advice 
wi  II  be  made  more  freely  available  to  both  married  and  unmarried.  Our 
increasingly  rising  legal  abortion  figures,  (48,000  in  1969,  90,000  in  1970), 
must  surely  indicate  that  an  effective  contraceptive  service  must  be  provided. 
Already  many  consultant  gynaecologists  and  their  nursing  staff  are  becoming 
increasingly  worried  about  the  time  they  devote  to  this  work,  to  the  exclusion 
of  other  patients  who  may  well  have  been  on  hospital  waiting  lists  for  many 
months,  or  even  years.  A  further  point  was  made  forcibly  the  other  week  by 
Sir  John  Peel,  the  Queen's  gynaecologist.  Lecturing  to  the  British  Medical 
Association,  he  stated  quite  categorical  ly,  that  we,  (meaning  doctors),  have 
no  means  of  assessing  the  physical  and  mental  trauma  which  a  young  girl  may 
suffer  as  a  result  of  therapeutic  abortion  -  thus  there  is  yet  another  argument 
for  an  adequate  contraceptive  service. 

During  1970,  I  became  particular  ly  interested  in  the  development  of  plans  for 
the  new  District  General  Hospital  in  the  Rotherham  area  and  have  had  many 
interesting  discussions  with  my  colleagues  in  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  on 
many  matters  of  great  interest  to  our  community  which  the  building  of  this  new 
hospital  complex  will  highlight.  The  new  hospital  will  be  built  over  the  next 
five  Jo  eLjht  years  within  the  County  Borough  on  the  Oakwood  Hall  site  and  it 
is  vitally  important  that  it  should  be  integrated  into  the  community  as  a  whole. 

At  times,  hospitals  and  their  staff  have  tended  to  look  upon  themselves  as  a 
separate  entity  instead  of  looking  outwards  to  the  community  they  serve  -  I  am 
sure  this  is  unintentional  on  their  part  and  an  increasing  awareness  of  matters 
on  community  health  and  well-being  should  alter  this  trend. 


During  the  past  year,  there  has  been  further  progress  in  the  way  in  which  both 
private  householders  and  local  authorities  have  availed  themselves  of  opportunities 
to  improve  their  houses,  or  groups  of  houses,  under  the  1969  Housing  Act.  These 
improvement  grants,  in  my  view,  are  reasonably  generous  and  as  I  write  this  report, 
further  increases  have  been  made  to  enable  local  authorities  to  finance  this  work 
even  further.  Within  our  own  area,  rapid  plans  are  being  made  to  take  advantage 
of  this  improved  financial  climate  -  this  was  instanced  by  a  recent  decision  of 
Rotherham  R.D.C.  to  improve  a  thousand  pre-war  houses  by  the  end  of  June  1973, 
whereas  it  had  been  intended  that  this  number  of  improvements  could  not  be 
completed  before  1975. 

Again,  on  the  housing  front,  it  is  most  encouraging  as  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
to  note  that  several  new  houses  are  being  constructed  specifically  for  the  severely 
disabled  (the  victims  of  spinal  injuries  and  multiple  sclerosis  particularly),  and 
that  much  new  local  authority  building  is  being  specifically  directed  towards  supply¬ 
ing  the  needs  of  the  elderly.  This  provides  yet  another  example  of  the  way  in  which 
local  health  departments,  hospitals  and  social  service  units  could  be  helped  by  the 
provision  of  specialised  housing  for  the  frail  and  handicapped. 

There  is,  however,  one  area  in  which  I  deeply  regret  that  no  headway  has  been  made 
in  the  districts  I  serve.  I  refer,  of  course,  to  Clean  Air  zones.  Mention  was 
made  on  this  subject  in  my  last  annual  report,  when  I  drew  particular  attention  to 
the  tremendous  efforts  made  in  this  di  recti  on  "by  Sheffield  City  and  Rotherham  County 
Borough.  I  learned  recently  that  Sheffield's  last  smoke  control  area  is  due  for 
designation  in  December,  1972,  and  that  Rotherham  hopes  to  have  the  whole  town 
smokeless  by  1975.  There  is  really  no  excuse  for  the  continued  burning  of  raw 
coal  in  domestic  grates,  since  recent  expansion  of  smokeless  fuel  production  and 
the  advent  of  natural  gas  in  abundance  throughout  the  district  in  1970,  have  provided 
adequate  forms  of  alternative  heating.  We  have  a  duty  to  ourselves  and  perhaps 
an  even  greater  one  to  our  children  to  ensure  that  at  least  one  form  of  pollution  is 
cut  to  the  minimum.  If  a  start  is  not  made  in  designating  smokeless  zones,  the 
central  government  will  step  in  and  evoke  their  right  to  compulsory  powers  in  this 
direction,  (and  quite  rightly  so  in  my  view).  South  Yorkshire  has  a  poor  image  in 
other  parts  of  the  country  and  if  we  are  to  help  remove  this  picture,  then  we  MUST, 
as  a  community,  take  steps  to  improve  our  own  environment.  Surely,  when  our 
large  neighbour  will  have  succeeded  in  making  a  city  of  half  a  million  inhabitants 
fully  smokeless  by  1973,  a  start  could  be  made  in  our  own  area  of  South  Yorkshire. 

A  recent  disturbing  feature  within  the  district  has  been  the  increase  in  perinatal 
deaths,  (stillbirths  and  deaths  of  children  aged  0  -  1  week),  and  infant  mortality. 

A  large  number  of  stillbirths  and  early  infant  deaths  have  been  in  children  of  small 
birth  weight  and  one  wonders  what  the  reason  for  this  can  be,  since  the  figures 
are  well  over  the  national  average.  As  far  as  one  can  see,  the  rise  cannot  be 
attributed  to  any  inadequacy  in  ante-natal  care  and  a  further  enquiry  will  have  to 
be  made  to  seek  the  cause.  In  commenting  upon  causes  of  death,  I  think  one  should 
mention  certain  aspects  of  adult  health.  The  toll  from  cigarette  smoking  continued  to 
show  an  inexorable  increase  in  1970,  some  2%  more  people  in  England  and  Wales 
died  from  cancer  of  the  lung,  (30,000  patients  during  the  year  -  over  four  times  the 
deaths  from  road  accidents).  If  one  adds  to  this,  the  deaths  from  chronic  bronchitis 
and  other  respiratory  diseases,  which  are  largely  associated  with  cigarette  smoking 
and  certain  circulatory  diseases,  whose  incidence  has  increased,  then  the  total 
number  of  deaths  which  can  be  attributed,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  to  this 
habit,  is  enormous.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  if  there  was  one  measure  which 
would  improve  the  health  of  this  nation  more  than  any  other,  it  is  that  considerable 
numbers  of  people  should  give  up  smoking,  particularly  the  Tnale  section  of  the 
population. 


My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  Councillor 
McLean,  and  members  of  the  Committee,  for  their  help  and  co-operation,  and 
to  Mr.  Hepples.  In  my  own  Department,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  medical  staff 
for  their  efforts  throughout  the  year;  also  my  Divisional  Nursing  Officer  and  all 
the  nursing  staff,  together  with  the  office  personnel  and  other  paramedical 
workers  such  as  the  mental  welfare  officers,  speech  therapist’,  etc.

As  I  mentioned  in  my  introduction  to  this  report,  the  cause  of  this  rise  will  have 
to  be  investigated  further  and  until  this  is  done,  it  would  be  unwise  to  draw  any 
conclusions.  Again,  I  have  dealt  with  the  hazards  of  cigarette  smoking  and  its 
role  in  the  death  rate  for  adults,  (particularly  in  males).  There  is,  however, 
one  very  pleasing  feature  in  the  national  statistics  and  that  is  the  decreasing 
suicide  rate.  In  1965,  the  figures  for  suicidal  deaths  were  5,  161  and  in  1970, 
3,853.

Infectious  Diseases 


I  am  afraid  that  the  two-yearly  cycle  of  measles  outbreaks  continues.  One  had 
felt  that  as  a  result  of  measles  vaccination,  there  might  have  been  a  change  in  this 
pattern  but,  unfortunately,  this  was  probably  too  much  to  hope  for  in  1970  since 
the  lack  of  measles  vaccine  resulted  in  a  suspension  of  inoculations  between  March 
1969  and  February  1970.  Thus  we  have  a  total  of  683  cases  notified  in  the 
Divisional  area  during  this  year. 

However,  recent  figures  on  measles  vaccination  show  an  encouraging  increase. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  continue  and  if  a  high  rate  of  inoculation  can  be 
maintained,  then  a  reasonable  ff&rd  immunity  will  be  developed  and  one  can  look 
forward  to  the  almost  complete  disappearance  of  measles  as  a  disease  in  this 
country  during  the  mid-1970ls.

Midwifery 

There  were  298  domiciliary  deliveries  during  the  year  compared  with  419  of  the 
previous  year. 

The  continued  reduction  in  home  confinements  now  enables  midwives  to  spend  more 
time  with  the  expectant  mother,  enlarging  the  teaching  programme  of  mother  care 
and  preparation  for  parenthood;  these  talks  are  supported  by  visual  aids  and  sound 
f  i  Ims. 

The  visits  to  the  small  and  premature  babies  have  increased  w i th  the  earlier 
discharges  from  hospitals. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  liaison  visits  to  the  maternity  units  of  the  hospitals, 
which  should  go  far  to  help  the  smooth  negotiations  of  an  exchange  programme  for  staff 
in  the  future. 

Discussions  have  taken  place  with  the  nursing  officer  of  the  Jessop  Hospital,  to 
arrange  a  programme  for  midwives  to  visit  the  hospital  where  they  will  spend  one 
week  each  in  different  departments.  This  should  enable  staff  to  see  new  techniques 
and  the  more  sophisticated  items  of  equipment  which  are  now  available  in  the  modern 
obstetric  unit  today. 

The  staff  remained  fairly  constant  at  ten  full-time  and  part-time;  there  were  two 
retirements  and  two  appointments  during  the  year. 

Six  staff  attended  the  statutory  refresher  courses  and  two  attended  the  in-service 
training  course  at  Grantley  Hall.

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Health  Visiting 


Health  Visiting  has  undergone  many  changes  during  the  last  decade  and  with  the 
new  pattern  of  Health  Services  which  will  emerge  in  the  future,  it  is  hoped  that 
a  new  concept  of  maternity  and  child  welfare  will  emerge  with  a  far  closer  association 
with  all  other  services. 

The  number  of  home  visiting  to  families  increased  during  the  year,  with  special 
attention  to  the  small  and  premature  baby;  the  co-operation  existing  between  midwife 
and  health  visitor  greatly  assists  the  smooth  transfer  of  these  cases. 

Care  of  the  Elderly 

The  visiting  of  the  aged  continues  to  increase. 

The  proposed  appointment  of  a  Home  Help  Organiser  should  take  place  early  next 
year.  This  will  remove  a  tremendous  load  of  routine  work  from  the  health  visitor, 
giving  her  more  time  to  spend  with  the  handicapped,  the  children  at  risk  and  the 
assessment  for  hearing,  vision  and  other  defects. 

Liaison  with  Hospitals 


Th  e  visits  to  the  Rotherham  Hospitals  have  increased  to  twice-weekly,  with  much 
greater  co-operation  with  doctors  and  ward  sisters.  This  is  a  tremendous  help 
to  patients  when  discharged,  particularly  those  living  alone  and  the  mothers  with 
young  fami  I  ies. 

The  Sheffield  hospitals  are  visited  monthly.  Health  Visitors  also  attend  the 
Ryegate  Assessment  Centre  when  a  child  from  their  area  visits,  thus  providing 
a  background  history  prior  to  the  child  being  assessed. 

Health  Education 

Health  Visitors  and  Midwives  took  part  in  254  talks  and  demonstrations  to  ante¬ 
natal  mothers  in  preparation  for  parenthood. 

During  the  year,  several  of  the  staff  carried  out  a  weekly  programme  in  the 
senior  schools  at  the  request  of  the  head  teachers.  It  is  hoped  to  enlarge  the 
programme  during  the  coming  year  and  also  visit  some  of  the  junior  schools. 

The  Staff 

There  were  three  resignations  during  the  year;  one  health  visitor  promoted  to 
County  staff.  We  were  allocated  one  student  from  the  training  school.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  the  number  of  health  visitors  fell  to  a  record  low  of  12,  but 
with  the  appointment  of  a  field  work  instructor,  we  hope  to  make  good  our  numbers 
next  year. 

Two  members  of  staff  attended  refresher  courses  and  two  the  in-service  training 
at  Grant!  ey  Ha  1 1 .

Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  Her  Child 


1  12  cases  in  the  Division  were  reported  to  me  for  attention  during  1970. 

44  mothers  were  under  20  years,  54  were  in  the  20-30  year  group  and  14  were  30 
years  of  age  and  upwards. 

88  were  single  women,  20  married  women  who  had  illegitimate  pregnancies  and  4  were 
widowed  or  divorced  women. 

Settlement  of  these  cases  was  as  follows:- 

75  mothers  kept  their  babies. 

14  cases  were  settled  by  marriage. 

13  babies  were  adopted. 

6  babies  died. 

4  cases  were  not  settled  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Children  Neglected  or  Ill-treated  in  their  own  Homes. 

Six  meetings  of  the  Co-Ordinating  Committee  were  held  in  1970  Chaired  by  Mrs.  _S. 
Freeman,  Social  Worker.  Other  members  of  the  Committee  included  representa¬ 
tives  from  the  N.  S.  P.  C.  C.  ,  Chi  I  dren*s  Welfare,  Probation,  Ministry  of  Social 
Security,  Housing  Departments,  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Heal  th  Visi  tors  and  Menta 
Welfare  Officers. 

In  order  to  achieve  the  main  function  of  the  Co-Ordinating  Committee  meeting, 
namely,  the  prevention  of  family  break-up,  the  Committee  had  to  assess  in  each 
case,  by  way  of  a  detailed  up-to-date  report,  whether  or  not  the  existing  services 
were  being  utilised  effectively.  In  a  number  of  cases,  families  were  referred  to 
other  agencies  usually  for  more  intensive  casework  help,  together  with 
recommendations  for  material  aid. 
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The  local  Councils  at  the  moment  seem  reluctant  to  implement  the  rent  guarantee 
scheme  operated  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  there  are  no  current 
cases  in  this  Division.  However,  most  Councils  are  keen  to  alert  the  Social 
Work  Departments  if  they  feel  .a  family's  rent  arrears  are  beginning  to  mount. 

This  is  not  the  case  though  in  other  property,  as  was  highlighted  by  a  case 
discussed  at  one  Co-Ordinating  meeting.  This  family  lived  in  an  N.C.B.  house 
which  was  in  a  bad  state  of  repair  and  because  of  this,  they  refused  to  pay  any 
more  rent  until  the  repairs  were  done.  This  situation  remained  static  despite 
pressure  from  various  sources,  until  the  arrears  were  so  high  that  eviction  was 
inevitable.  Flad-The  rent  guarantee  scheme  [been  applicable  to  other  than  Council 
owned  property,  then  perhaps  this  situation  could  have  been  resolved  and  avoided 
the  break-up  of  this  family  and  the  admission  of  six  children  into  care. 

There  was  no  home  help  service  provided  for  a  problem  family  during  the  year. 

Nurseries  and  Chi  I  d-m inders  Regulation  Act,  1948, 
as  amended  by  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act,  1968. 

Since  registrati on,  a  large  number  of  applications  were  received;  most  were 
accepted  and  premises  registered. 

The  supervision  of  child-minders  and  play  groups  has  been  undertaken  by  the 
senior  staff.  The  Pre-School  Play  Groups  Association  are  most  helpful  and 
all  have  welcomed  supervision  and  advice. 

A  few  of  the  play  groups  are  willing  to  admit,  free  of  charge,  a  child  recommended 
by  the  health  department,  and  several  handicapped  children  have  benefited  by  this 
arrangement.

The  number  of  new  patients  nursed  during  the  year  increased  by  1,000  and  the 
visits  by  4^  thousand,  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  Patients 


The  wider  training  syllabus  now  in  operation  makes  it  possible  for  the  nurses  to 
give  a  much  improved  standard  of  patient  care,  particularly  for  the  chronic  sick  who 
have  become  psychologically,  as  well  as  physically,  dependent  on  the  community 
services.  The  propertion  of  elderly  sick  continues  to  increase,  creating  many 
social  problems. 
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The  Patient  (continued) 


The  number  of  patients  who  spend  periods  in  hospital  and  home,  has  also  increased; 
this  sharing  of  care  between  hospital  and  the  community  is  most  beneficial  to  the 
patient,  and  does  much  to  relieve  the  strain  on  relatives. 

A  further  surgery  session  commenced  in  the  clinic  in  the  Swallownest  area,  making 
a  total  of  five  now  operating  in  the  Division,  this  enables  mobile  patients  to  visit 
the  surgery  for  treatment  by  the  nursing  sister,  so  reducing  home  visits. 

Hospital  Liaison 

Arrangements  are  progressing  with  the  Spinal  Injuries  Unit  of  Lodge  Moor  Hospital 
to  accept  several  of  the  severely  handicapped  patients.  The  home  nursing  sisters 
have  spent  a  day  at  the  hospital  to  meet  patients  and  staff  to  discuss  treatment  and 
care,  the  patient  then  spends  a  trial  period  at  home,  before  discharge  takes  place. 

This  category  of  patient  will  require  much  care  and  a  large  quantity  of  nursing 
equipment  to  maintain  and  support  them  in  their  own  homes.

Night  Nursing  Service 

This  service  continues  to  be  a  valuable  supportive  part  of  home  nursing  care  and 
many  messages  of  thanks  are  received.  The  service  is  used  in  terminal  illness 
where  help  is  limited  or  relatives  show  signs  of  strain. 

During  the  year,  310  patients  died  at  home;  the  night  attendants  helped  53  of  these 
cases. 

The  staff  attend  each  case  from  approximately  10  p.m.  to  7  a.m.  They  travel  to 
their  cases  by  bus  with  occasional  help  with  transport  from  our  staff  and  relatives. 
Admiration  must  go  to  these  women  who  travel  the  area  during  the  night  and  early 
morning  with  such  diligence. 

The  Staff 


The  establishment  was  increased  to  17.5  in  May,  with  a  further  increase  of  1, 
added  for  the  population  increase. 

During  most  of  the  year  we  had  16  trained  staff  in  post,  including  one  S.E.N. 
and  one  part-time  nurse. 

Two  resignations  were  received  and  two  appointments  made.  All  staff  are  now 
attached  to  medical  practices. 

Training  and  Refresher  Courses . 


All  new  applicants  are  placed  for  training  as  soon  as  possible,  one  nurse  from 
the  Division  took  the  National  District  Training  and  was  successful.  Two  nurses 
attended  the  in-service  training  centre  at  Grantley  Hall. 

The  year  ended  with  plans  ahead  to  implement  the  Mayston  recommendations  of 
nursing  management,  which  we  hope  will  produce  changes  which  will  lead  to 
increased  care  and  management  of  the  patient,  greater  liaison  with  hospital  staff, 
together  with  an  increased  awareness  of  community  care  in  all  fields.

Again,  as  I  have  mentioned  in  another  section,  the  incidence  of  measles  in  the 
district  was  high  during  1970.  !n  the  latter  half  of  the  year  and  continuing  into 
1971,  the  rate  of  measles  immunisation,  particularly  in  the  younger  age  groups, 
has  been  at  a  satisfactory  level.  If  this  can  be  continued  over  the  next  eighteen 
months  to  two  years,  then  one  would  hope  that  the  re-appearance  of  large  numbers 
of  cases  could  be  avoided  in  1972. 

Our  rate  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough  and  polio, 
continues  to  be  high  and  the  percentage  uptake  has  increased  a  good  deal  in  1970 
since  the  computerisation  of  this  scheme  throughout  the  West  Riding  County 
administrative  area.  In  addition,  re-inforcing  doses  of  triple  vaccine  and  polio, 
continue  to  be  satisfactory. 

As  I  write  this  report,  a  major  change  in  governmental  policy  has  just  been 
announced  with  regard  to  vaccination  against  smallpox.  Over  the  past  five  years, 
great  strides  have  been  made  by  the  World  Health  Organisation  in  the  eradication 
of  smallpox  throughout  the  world  and  particular  headway  has  been  made  over  the 
past  eighteen  months  to  two  years.  As  a  result  of  this  campaign,  smallpox  is 
now  only  endemic  in  countries  such  as  Ethopia,  Nepal,  India,  Pakistan  and  the 
Sudan  and  there  has  not  been  a  case  in  this  country  since  February  1968. 
Statistics  show  that  in  Great  Britain  there  has  been  a  greater  mortality  from 
smallpox  vaccination  than  from  the  disease  itself  over  the  past  twenty  years 
and  it  has  therefore  been  decided  that  routine  vaccination  of  infants  should  be 
di  scontinued. 

Needless  to  say,  travellers  to  endemic  areas  will  still  need  to  be  vaccinated,  and 
before  travelling  abroad  it  is  wise  to  make  sure  of  the  vaccination  requirements 
of  the  particular  country  one  is  visiting. 
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In  addition  to  this  group  of  people  who  will  require  smallpox  vaccination,  certain 
particular  health  personnel  should  continue  to  be  vaccinated.  These  are,  of 
course,  those  who  are  likely  to  be  exposed  to  infection  should  there  be  a  case 
entering  the  country,  i.  e.  ambulance  drivers,  public  health  and  hospital  nurses 
an  d  doctors . 

A  further  interesting  development  in  the  immunisation  field  has  been  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  the  vaccine  against  rubella  (German  measles).  In  the  light  of  this, 
it  has  been  decided  that  girls  between  the  ages  of  12  and  13  should  be  offered 
protection  against  this  illness  since,  as  most  of  you  will  know,  an  attack  of 
rubella  in  early  pregnancy  can  result  in  grave  damage  to  the  newborn  child.  It 
is  therefore  obvious  that  if  protection  can  be  given  in  early  adolescence,  the 
incidence  of  babies  born  with  defects  due  to  this  infection  would  be  greatly 
decreased.

Compared  with  last  year's  figures,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  hospital  out¬ 
patients  would  appear  to  be  using  the  service  more;  some  33,  000  compared  with 
29,  000  patients  in  1969.

The  three  cottages  (one  of  which  is  owner-occupied)  still  without  water-closets 
are  widely  separated  in  the  un-sewered  rural  part  of  the  area.  Efforts  are  being 
made  to  encourage  the  owners  to  make  use  of  improvement  grants;  but  it  is 
understood  that  there  is  now  some  doubt  as  to  the  future  use  of  the  tenanted 
cottages. 


Once  again,  the  necessity  to  serve  forty-eight  hours*  notice  (section  17  of  the 
1961  Act)  to  secure  clearance  of  blocked  drains  was  minimal;  and  in  none  of 
the  16  cases  was  it  necessary  to  do  the  work  "in  default".

Enquiries  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  revealed  that  some  34  houses  in  the 
Rotherham  Road  area  had  been  re-connected  to  the  Sheffield  Corporation  supply; 
being  on  a  main  which  also  serves  properties  in  nearby  Hooton  Levitt.  When  it  was 
found  that  the  pressure  was  inadequate  in  the  latter  area,  the  Water  Board  to  re¬ 
connect  the  section  of  main  involved  to  the  Sheffield  supply. 

As  reported  previously,  the  private  supply  to  Lilly  Hall  Farm  and  Cottage  had 
been  found  to  be  bacter i ol  ogica 1 1 y  unsound  -  due  to  contaminants,  gaining  access 
to  the  main  storage  tank.  The  farmer  was<  eventual  ly  able  to  get  the  tank-cover 
seam  welded;  and,  after  chlorination  and  flushing  of  the  tank,  the  supply  was 
restored  to  normal.

An  identical  reading  was 
obtained  in  1968  and,  as  a  result,  the  Board’s  Engineer  consulted  the  County's 
Public  Health  Laboratory  in  London  on  the  accepted  safe  limits  for  lead  content. 
Information  was  then  received  that  the  W.H.O.  "International  Standards  for 
Drinking  Water"  of  1963  quoted  a  standard  of  0.  05  p.p.m.  ,  but  the  W.H.O. 
"European  Standards"  of  1961  allowed  a  higher  concentration  of  0.  10  p.p.m. 
for  first  draw  samples.  This,  therefore,  was  higher  than  the  sample  reading. 
Nevertheless,  repeat  samples  were  taken  giving  a  reading  of  0.03  p.p.m.  on 
the  first  draw  -  well  within  the  international  standard  quoted.

On  three  occasions  during  the  year,  it  was  necessary  to  take  proceedings  against 
a  dairy  company  for  the  use  of  "dirty"  bottles,  and  the  Magistrates'  Court  imposed 
fines  total  I  ing  £20  plus  £25.  25  costs. 

While  acknowledging  the  necessity  for  consumer  protection,  I  feel  that  some  measure 
of  sympathy  can  be  extended  to  the  dairies,  who  utilise  every  practicable  method  of 
control  at  the  various  stages  on  production  lines  to  withdraw  faulty  bottles. 
Fortunately,  those  which  do  "escape  the  net"  form  a  very  minute  proportion  of 
total  output,  but  they  are  still  of  sufficient  significance  for  dairies  and  their 
researchers  to  continue  striving  to  devise  an  absolutely  foolproof  system.  However, 
their  problems  could  to  some  extent  be  minimised  if  consumers  co-operated  more 
by  ensuring  that  bottles  are  rinsed  and  returned  regularly  to  roundsmen,  and  also 
refraining  from  using  bottles  as  repositories  for  any  kind  of  solid  or  liquid 
contaminant  before  their  return.  It  is  a  revelation  to  see  the  state  in  which  some 
bottles  are  returned;  being  so  grossly  encrusted  that  instant  destruction  is 
necessary. 

Of  course,  a  solution  to  the  problem  lies  in  the  elimination  of  the  bottle  in  favour 
of  the  expendable  container.  Naturally,  I  appreciate  that  there  are  certain 
factors,  economic  and  otherwise,  which  can  be  advanced  against  such  a  change; 
but  I  still  feel  that  the  advantages  would  ultimately  make  it  a  worthwhile  proposition 
to  both  the  industry  and  the  consumer.

Ref rigeration  cabinet  breakdown  on  five  occasions  in  a  local  supermarket  was 
responsible  for  the  high  quantity  of  frozen  food  surrendered;  Representation 
resulted  in  the  replacement  of  the  units  concerned,  and  no  distress  calls  have 
since  been  received. 
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The  bulk  of  the  fruit  and  vegetables  was  dealt  with  at  a  wholesale  warehouse,  and 
consisted  largely  of  various  consignments  which  had  deteriorated  during  transit, 
particularly  during  the  dock  strike.  Throughput  of  oranges  in  the  re-packing 
and  distribution  depot  was  badly  disrupted  at  this  time,  and  some  49  tons  had  to  be 
condemned.  Nevertheless,  although  this  was  an  abnormal  amount,  it  was  a  very 
small  percentage  of  the  total  tonnage  passing  through  the  depot. 

As  regards  disposal  of  the  unsound  food,  the  frozen  foods  were  dealt  with  at  the 
refuse  tip,  and  the  fruit  ana  vegetables  were  removed  by  a  container  service  on 
daily  contract  to  the  warehouse  for  all  waste  disposal. 

Slaughter  of  Animals 

Although  there  are  no  licensed  slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  renewal 
licences  were  granted  to  11  local  slaughtermen,  the  majority  of  whom  have  had 
active  connectionswith  the  meat  trade  for  many  years.

In  some  nine  properties  in  one  particular  area  of  the  township  rats  were  found  to 
be  gaining  access  to  wall  cavities  and  sub-floor  spaces  from  drain  fractures  via 
service  access  points,  etc.  in  the  footings.  In  every  case,  treatment  was  carried 
out  in  all  associated  drains,  both  before  and  after  adequate  proofing  work  had  been 
carried  out.  Excellent  co-operation  was  afforded  by  the  N.C.B!s  local  estates 
maintenance  staff  in  the  work  of  excavation,  drain  repair  and  proofing,  and  tribute 
must  be  paid  to  the  tenants  of  the  houses  concerned  for  their  patience  and  tolerance 
during  the  periods  of  disturbance. 

As  a  result  of  these  infestations,  the  drainage  systems  of  the  whole  area  were 
treated  -  involving  a  total  of  272  manholes  and  inspection  chambers.  Fortunately 
infestation  was  not  as  heavy  as  was  at  first  anticipated,  and  "takes"  were  recorded 
at  49  points  only  -  over  half  being  very  minimal  indeed.  A  further  treatment  of 
these  and  associated  points  was  carried  out  three  months  later,  and  "takes"  were 
recorded  at  only  18  of  the  87  points  baited.  Treatment  was  continued  until  there 
was  a  complete  "no  take".

Refuse  collection 


With  the  maintenance  of  a  weekly  collection  during  the  year,  there  is  little 
to  comment  upon  as  regards  this  important  section  of  environmental  health 
work.  Such  services  are  usually  taken  for  granted,  and  often  their  true 
value  to  the  community  is  not  fully  realised  until  there  is  a  lengthy 
disruption.  This  was  made  very  clear  during  the  unfortunate  three  -.week’s 
strike  period  in  October  and  November.  However,  residents  exhibited  an 
exceptional  degree  of  tolerance  and  co-operation  in  what  was  a  difficult 
period.  Granted  there  was  some  needless  dumping  in  certain  areas  of  the 
township,  but  this  was  by  no  means  excessive  -  the  vast  majority  of  residents 
resourceful  ly  keeping  bulk  to  a  minimum  and  making  the  best  possible  use  of 
dustbins  and  plastic  sacks.  Even  so,  there  was  still  a  very  considerable 
volume  of  refuse  to  be  dealt  with  when  work  was  resumed,  but  this  was  cleared 
within  a  weeky  thanks  to  the  concentration  of  manpower  and  vehicles  of  both 
Public  Health  and  Highways  Departments;  and  tribute  must  be  paid  to  all  the 
personnel  concerned  f or  •’-restor ing  the  service  to  normality  so  expeditiously. 

1  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  is  continuing  demand  for  the  free  collection 
service  of  old  household  effects;  and  at  long  last  there  appears  to  be  less 
indiscriminate  dumping  than  hi thertofore.  This  is  indeed  encouraging,  and 
one  can  only  hope  that  the  present  trend  continues. 

(c)  Dis  posal  of  Abandoned  Vehicl  es. 

Only  seven  abandoned  vehicles  were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  Of  these, 
five  were  duly  moved  by  the  respective  owners,  one  by  agents  of  a  hire 
purchase  company,  and  one  by  the  Council  at  the  request  of  the  police  who  were 
unable  to  establish  any  claim  on  it. 

Scrap  Metal  Dealers 

There  are  only  two  licensed  dealers  in  the  district,  having  held  registrations 
since  1965. 

Caravans 

There  are  no  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  district,  but  two  locations  are 
occasionally  used  by  small  parties  of  itinerants.  Visits  are  infrequent  ,  however, 
and  duration  of  stay  is  kept  to  a  minimum  as  a  result  of  :joint  action  by  the 
Department  and  the  local  police.  Whilst  showing  no  resistance  to  being  moved, 
these  itinerants  always  leave  behind  a  considerable  amount  of  rubbish  and  seem  to 
have  scant  regard  for  the  sites  occupied  or  the  immediate  precincts.

Application  of  the  Act 


The  inspections  carried  out  during  the  year  have  yielded  few  matters 
which  call  for  special  comment. 

However,  one  matter  which  nowadays  seems  to  require  increasing 
surveillance  is  the  restriction  of  passages  and  stairways  with  stacked 
packaged  goods.  In  the  majority  of  cases  one  usually  finds  that  such 
stacking  is  a  temporary  expedient  to  facilitate  quicker  vehicle  unloading; 
but  often  there  is  a  tendency  to  delay  transfer  of  the  goods  to  the 
recognised  storage  areas  and,  if  the  practice  is  not  checked,  there  is 
the  danger  that  temporary  transfer  points  become  permanent  storage 
points. 

Apart  from  the  above,  the  main  contraventions  found  included  non¬ 
availability  of  the  abstract  of  the  Act  (originals  being  lost  or  misplaced 
and  not  renewed),  lack  of  indicating  thermometers ,  inefficient  ventilation, 
defective  sanitary  fittings,  and  faulty  water  heaters.  In  every  case, 
however,  informal  action  only  was  needed  to  have  the  matters  rectified.

A  shop  supervisor  was  removing 
packages  from  fixtures  in  a  stockroom  when  part  of  the  wood  facing  on 
which  he  was  standing  broke  away;  causing  him  to  fall  some  three  feet 
and  fractured  his  wrist.  Wiser  use;  of  steps  available  would  have 
obviated  the  accident.
